OPENS NEXT WEEK 
Corn planting in 
Fayette 
county 
is expected to become general next 
week, lf the w e ath e r perm its and some 
f the farm ers a re expecting to begin 
this week, if conditions are favorable 
The usual d ate for beginning is 
tho first week in May and tills sea 
ion probably will be no exception. 
Many of the fa n n e rs are anxious 
to begin the work at the earliest p o t­ 
able moment Sn ord er that they may 
‘om plete the planting of an unusual 
ly heavy acreage

lf it m eets a stiff, packed 
suhaoil a few Inches down it cannot 
p en etrate It, and the root will either 
spilt or become oth erw ise m isshapen 
and gnarled

worked, however, enables the carrot 
to grow shapely, 
The carrot is an early crop and 
easily grown after It gets started Hut 
tho carrot seeds a re small and th** 
young plants are weak, so the seed 
should not lie planted deeply, a half 
inch being enough. 
It Is necessary 
to keep a dirt c ru st from forming 
over th e seeds a fte r they a re plant 
od, so it becomes d esirab le to mix a 
few radish seeds in th e carrot seed 
The radishes grow quickly and ti it 
only m ark the rows so that you can 
go over them with a garden rake and 
break up any crust, but also aid in 
breaking the crust 
and letting the 
tender carrot shoots com e through. 
One ounce of carrot seed is enough 
to sou IIM) feet of row 
They should 
be sown rath er thickly together, and 
afte r the plants come up thinning by 
pulling out plants is n ot necessary un­ 
less they are crow ding each other, 
Small carrots have b e tte r flavor than 
large on es, so that they can grow 6 or 
to the foot In the row without in­ 
jury 
Make the towh I foot apart 
The carrot Is a alow grower, m atu r­ 
ing In 8 or 16 w eeks a fte r planting 
A continuous supply of them can lie 
guaranteed by m aking new planting* 
every three weeks or late as August 
although in hot, d ry w eather they 
must be watered. 
C arrota may be pulled while still 
small 
begin 
when they 
are about 
half an inch in d iam e te r at th e top 
of the root.
